LONDON (J) — India s P rim e 
M inister N ehru chided U. S. Vice 
P resident Nixon and Secretary of 
State Dulles F riday night for their 
criticism of neutralism in the cold 
w ar calling it undem ocratic. 
He 
referred 
to 
Nixon’s sta te ­ 
m ent in M anila W ednesday that 
neutralism is " a fearful risk” and 
D ulles’ recent denunciation of neu­ 
tralism as “ im m o ral.” 
N ehru told a crowded news con­ 
ference afte r die close of the Com ­ 
m onwealth prim a m inisters’ con­ 
ference that he dislikes the term 
neutralism applied to India s pol­ 
icy anyhow. 
"It is a word norm ally used in 
w artim e.” 
he 
said. 
"In 
peace­ 
tim e. the w’ord indicates a sort of 
w artim e m en tality.” 
In d ia's 
policy, 
he 
continued, 
sim ply is independent. 
“ We do not believe the world 
can be divided up into good and 
evil. No country is totally good. 
No country is totally evil . . . 
To say we should all think alike 
is not at all possible. It is not 
dem ocratic, 
either, 
to 
w ant 
all 
people to think the sam e as you 
do.” 
He asserted the views expressed 
by Nixon and D ulles m eant they 
w anted all peoples to think as thee 
do.” 
The

and 
Dulles, he said. would “ lim it our 
thoughts and prevent us from see­ 
ing tilings we should see and un­ 
derstand " 
India, N ehru told the new sm en 
gathered at India House, does not 
believe in “ alignm ent to one side 
or another—for that m eans reg i­ 
m entation. I object to Com m unist 
regim entation. I object equally to 
non-O-ommunist regim entation.” 
He said the views of Nixon and 
Dulles "a re not w ise and they do 
I little good.”

While that is the classic role of the strike in union-man- 
agement relations, the bargaining procedure is in danger of 
serious distortion when the negotiating parties cannot bring 
themselves to really earnest dealing so long as strike pres­ 
sure is absent. 
The industry , the steel workers and the entire U. S 
economy will suffer if this strike runs along. 
This should 
be apparent even to the most stubborn bargainer at the steel 
contract table. 
Let both sides negotiate hard and long now in the spirit 
which ought to have motivated their talks in the 30 day s 
before the strike— but did not. The nation, in critical mood, 
will be waiting impatiently for results. 


Turnpikes Pave the Way 
W 
As the nation's motorists begin pay ing an ex tra penny 
or federal tax on their gasoline to help foot the bill for the 
vast new highway program, it should not be forgotten what 
a remarkable contribution the turnpikes have made to mod­ 
ern motor travel in America. 
On Aug. 15 at least 95 miles of the 158-mile Indiana 
turnpike will be opened to the public. Thereby , all but about 
6 
miles of a fabulous New York to Chicago turnpike net­ 
work will have been put into operation.
